THE RALEIGOM BURGLARS ON 
TRIAL. 


Examination oft Witnesses. 


Yesterday the trial of Allan 
McPherson and Henry Williams for 
the crime of burglary, (which isnowa 
capital offence) commenced before his 
Honor, Judge Watts, in the Superior 
Court. Having been previously ar- 
raigned they were brought in Court 
at 100’clock by Deputy Sheriff Doyle, 
when the indictment was read by the 
Solicitor for the State, Gen. W. R. 
Cox. The prisoners plead not guilty, 
and entrusted themselves to ‘‘ God 
and their country ’’ for their lives. 
Messrs. J. C. L. Harris and Thos. R. 
Purnell appeared for the prisoners ; 
Gen. Cox and F. H. Busbee for the 
State. The special venire of sixty 
men ordered was sufficient, from 
which a jury was drawn and empan- 
eled. 

Mr. Carson F. Murray was the first 
witness sworn. He testified that on’ 
the morning of January 2nd, about 
1 o’cloek, he was aruused by his little 
daughter, who was sleeping in a 
trundle bed in his room, and told 
him there was somebody in the 
house. Looking around he discover- 
ed that his clothing,which he had laid 
upon the foot of the bed, was gone, a 
window near his bed hoisted, and 
the doors of the house all open. Get- 
ting his son’s clothing, he went out 
in search of the robbers, and discov- 
ering a drinking saloon open, near 
the Central Depot; he approached it, 
and saw two men whom he recog- 
nized as the prisoners at the Bar, 
takingadrink. Asthey came out he 
dodged under the shade of atree, and 
after they left and went in the saloon 
andasked the proprietor, Ben Manly, 
who they were, &c. The two men 
went down the North Carolina Rail- 
road and he followed. Hesoon dis- 
covered that McPherson had a bun- 
dle of clothing under his arm, and 
walking past the party halted, and 
that they give up his 
watch and clothing. ‘They denied 
having his clothing, and ordered him 
not to follow them, at the same time 
moving off. He drew his pistol and 
fired three shots. McPherson, in his 
flight, dropped the clothing which 
he [Murray] recovered, stating that 
it was the suit he then hadon; he 
recognized the gloves and breastpin 
captured from MePherson by Chief 
of Police King, as his property, and 
stolen from him on the night his 
house was entered. He could not 
swear that the seven dollars and 
forty cents taken from the pockets of 
Williams was his money, but that 
was about the amount he had in his 
pocket at the time. 

Mr. Murray was cross-examined at 
considerable length by the counsel 
for the defendants, but the evidence 
as above stated was not shaken. In 
his cross-examination he stated that 
he could not swear that the windows 
of his house were closed when _ he re- 
tired, as he did mot so cspecially 
around to see, but as it was a cold 
night he thought he certainly would 
have known thatthe window, which 
was near his bedside, was open had 
it beenso. Herecognized the money 
when shown to him by Mayor Whit- 
aker by the peculiar fold of a certain 
ten cent fractional currency, but he 
could not swear thatthe ten cent bill 
shown him was the one stolen from 
him. 

Friday Jones, next sworn. ile was 
a policeman, and on duty in the 
Western Ward,.on the night of the 
robbery ; heard three pistol shots in 
the direction of the Lenoir street 
bridge over the North Carolina Rail- 
road; himself and policemen Dur- 
ham and Lane hurried to the spot. 
They found Mr. Murray on the rail- 
road with a pistol in hand and arres- 
ted him. Hearing his report of the 
robbery, he, with his companions, re- 
paired to the Police Headquarters and 
reported the fact. The Captain at 
once made adisposition of his forces 
for the arrest of theparties. Himself 
and Lane, about an hour after this oc- 
currence, metthe prisoner, Williams, 
on the railroad. When asked who 
he was, the prisoner answered my 
name is  Joln-Quick-get-a-long. 
‘Arrest him, Lane,” cried the witness, 
and “hold him till he changes dat’ 
name.”? The prisoner was taken to 
Manly’s saloon, where he was recog- 
nized by Manly as one of the two 
men that Mr. Murray followed from 
his saloon down the railroad. He 
was searched and 40cts. taken from 
his person after he had denied that 
he had more than 20 ets. about him. 

Henry Lane, policeman, was next 
sworn and eorroborated the state- 
ment of Jones. 

Mayor Whitaker testified that Mr. 
Murray examined the money turned 
over to him by policemen Jones and 
Lane, and stated atthe time: ‘‘Thatis 
my money. I had it in my vest pock- 
et, as I recollect the way which that 
ten cent fractional currency was fold- 
ed.”’ 

Ben Manly testified that he was 
the proprietor of a drinking saloon, 
near the Central depot ; recognized 
the prisoners at the bar as the men 
that were in his saloon just before Mr. 
Murray came in. They were in his 
house about 1 o’cloek, and remained 
about a half an hour; Williams paid 
for the drinks. 

Capt. King, Chief of the City Po- 
lice, was next sworn. He testified to 
the capture of the prisoner, Allie. 
McPherson, at one of the rented 
houses of Mr. J. J. Jackson, near the 
Raleigh and Gaston Railroad Depot, 
and found in his possession the 
breastpin of Mrs. Murray, containing 
the likeness of her husband, and the 
gloves of Mr. Murray which were re- 
cognized as the same stolen from him 
on the night of the robbery. 

Robt. Crossan, a policeman, testi- 
fied that he saw the prisoners in jail, 
and McPherson told him that Wil- 
liams entered Mr. Murray’s house by 
raising the window, and brought to 
him the clothing, watch and breast- 
pinto him, who was watching on the 
outside, that he took the clothing 
and Williams, had the wateh. He 
afterwards had a conversation with 
Williams, who stated the same in re- 
gard to McPerson as McP. had stated 
about him. 

This closed the evidence for the 
State. The counsel for the defence 
ofiered no testimony. 

J.C. L. Harris opened the argu- 
ment for the defense. Gen. Cox, for 
the State replied, and T. R. Purne!l 
closed for the defense. 

The charge of Judge Watts, in 
which he detailed much of the evi- 
dence and expounded the law there- 


pa &c., was fair and unbiased in its 


tone. The jury took the case at 5} 
o’clock. 

After an absence of about half an 
hour the jury returned a verdict of 
guilty of burglary. 

Allen MecPheeters gave way to his 
feelings when the verdict was an- 
nounced, but Williams seemed 
tectly oblivious to the awful words, 
and even when they were manacled 
by the sheriff he manifested a har- 
dened indifference that surprised the 
the large audience present. Judge 
Watts ordered the prisoners to be re- 
turned to jail, reserving his sentence 
till Monday.

A SERIOUS CUTTING SCRAPE.—We 
wrote a lengthy article giving the 
full particulars of the cutting serape 
between Nelson Nichols and Abra- 
ham Peoples, in frontof Tucker Hall, 
Thusday night, together with the 

yroceedings of the trial before the 
Mayor, but by some means unknown 
tous the manuscript failed to get to 
the compositors. We therefore con- 
dense the following statement of the 
affair. Peoples was due Nichols a 
balance of ten cents on a sh«ving ae- 
eount. Nichols dunned him for it on 
the street in the presence of com- 
pany. Peoples answered his dun by 
saying: “IT will pay you to-morrow, 
and besides this is no way to do busi- 
ness—ex posing man in company.” 
Nichols, without another word, drew 


a razor and inflicted serivu~ wounds + 


on the head and throat of Peoples. 
On the trial before the Mayor’s Court, 
Dr. F. J. Haywood, Jr., the attend- 
ing physician of Peoples, testified 
that his conditition was extremely 
precarious, and Nichois was com- 
mitted to jail without the benefit of 
bail. 

Atalate hour last night we were 
informed by Dr. Haywood that the 
eondition of the wounded man is 
much improved and there are strong 
hopes of his recovery.

The City Bonds and the Sinking 

Fund ot the City of Raleigh, 

MEssrs. Eprrors:—I agree with 
you that every citizen of Raleigh has 
aright to know, and ought todemand 
to know, how the taxes of the city are 
disbursed. Hence, I cheerfully make 
the following explanation in relation 
to the payment of interest. 

In 1869 the citv of Raleigh issued 
coupon bonds to the amount of $50,- 
0U0 for the purpose of ‘‘paying the in- 
debtedness of the city, and meeting 
the expense of improvements to be 
made for the same.” This was in pur- 
suance of a vote of the people taken 
under authority of an act of Assem- 
bly, ratified March 3d, 1869. 

lo pay the intereston these bonds 
and provide for the principal when 
due, a special tax was authorized. 

Likewise the Commissioners were 
directed to elect a ‘‘Commissioner of 
the Sinking Fund of the City of 
Raleigh.”’ 

The Board of Commissioners did 
me the honor in 1872 to elect me to 
this office. 

Since my appointment there has 
not been aday’s delay in the pay- 
ment of the interest-on the aforesaid 
$50,000 debt. 

Besides this debt, (sometimes called 
the ‘‘Market House Debt’’), the city 
owes about $60,000 ‘floating debt,’’ 
most of which I think has been han- 
ded down from administration to ad- 
ministration ever since 1868. 

Part of this ‘‘floating debt’’ is in 
city warrants, a large part in one, 
two and three year bonds, issued to 
take up city warrants. The coupons 
and principal of these latter bonds 
are receivable for taxes. They were 
issued under the clause of the Consti- 
tution of the State, which authorizes 
the Commissioners to issue bonds for 
the ‘‘necessary expenses’”’ of the city. 

But let all such bond-holders take 
notice that no special tax is levied or 
authorized to pay the interest on 
these one, two and three year bonds. 
No Commissioner of a Sinking Fund 
is appointed or authorised to take 
care of them. As ‘‘Commissioner 
of the om Fund of the city of 
Raleigh,’’ under the act of 1869 above 
mentioned, I have no special duty in 
regard to them. 

t is true that last July, having 
some money to invest, collected as 
special taxes under the act of ’69, hav- 
ing been ordered to do so by the Board 
of Commissioners, I invested said 
money in the coupons of these sinaller 
bonds, the Board agreeing to give me 
in exchange for them anew 8 per 
eent. bond, payable semi-annually. 
But I have no funds to invest now. I 
have even been compelled to borrow 
money to pay the January interest on 
the $50,000 debt of 1869, placed by 
law under my charge. This borrowed 
money is tobe replaced by collections 
made by Mr. F. M. Sorrell, City Col- 
lector, under the special tax levied 
for the purpose, which must be paid 
in cash, not in city warrants. 

Y hope I have made this point 
clear. 

In my opinion, the only way for 
the city of Raleigh to get out of its 
financial troubles is to issue, under 
authority of the General Assembly, 
long term bonds, to levy a special tax 
tg pay the interest and provide for 
the extinguishment of the princi- 
pal, totake up all the ‘‘floating debt,”’ 
including city warrants, one, two and 
three year bonds and coupons past 
due, and then to confine its expenses 
to its income. Let it then be made 
an indictable offense for the Commis- 
sioners to ineur debt in excess of an- 
nual taxes. 

Tntil this be done there will al- 
ways be confusion in the city finances 
and heart-burnings among its credit- 
ors.

EDITORIAL JOT SLINGS. 


Cestelar is living in retirement In 
Paris. 


There is to be a grand novel review 
at Key West shortly. 

In St. Louis last year 1,599 build-

The National Convention of the

The Conservative members of the 
Virginia Legislature were caucusing 
Thursday and Friday evenings upon 
the selection of a Senatorial candi- 
date. The caucus has closed doors, 
hut the result thus far, as ascertained, 
indicates nothing definite. 

The Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue is much encouraged by the re- 
cent receipts of his bureau, but the 
Congressional Appropriation Com- 
mittee is of the opinion that some 
measure of Treasury reiief will still 
be necessary. As to what this shall 
he there is as yet no indication. 

Congress is looking afier morinon- 
ism. A most stringent bill was in- 
troduced into the Senate Friday re- 
varding polyganism in Utah. it 
withholds citizenship from alien po- 
lveanism and gives women the cus- 
tody of minor children and due share 
of polyganism property. 


The customs detectives having ex- 
ceeded their powers in the case of 
JORDAN, MARSH & Co., of Boston, 
Judge LOwELL has delivered the firm 
out of the hands of the harpies, 
nmong Whom they had fallen, and 
has taken possession of the books and 
ordered them brought under the 
(‘ourt’s protection. 

One Mr. BUTCHER, of New York, 
claims to be the owner of the Edgar 
Stewart, and asserts that she shall 
rot at her wharf rather than violate 
the neutrality laws of the United 
States.

The Sinking Fund of the City of 
Raleigh. 

We publish, in our local columns, a 
communication from Hon. Kemp P. 
BATTLE, the Commissioner of the 
Sinking Fund of the City of Raleigh, 
which will be read with interest by 
our citizens, as Mr. Barriur throws 
some light upon the financial condi- 
tion of the city. Mr. B. makes a sug- 
vestion as to the manner in which 
ithe city can get out of its financial 
troubles which is well worthy of at- 
tention, closing with this language: 

“t'ntil this be done there will al- 
Ways be confusion in the city finan- 
ees and heart-burnings among its 
creditors.’’ 

We agree with Mr. BATTLE that 
some steps should be taken to place 
the city financially upon asound ba- 
sis, andtothisend we think a full 
statementof the financial condition of 
the city, its embarrassments and the 
troubles experienced by its officlals, 
should be made at once. It is due to 
the people of Raleigh, as well as to 
the officials, that this statement 
should be made. 

It will be observed from Mr. Bat- 
TLE’S communication that there is 
no provision made for the payment 
or the semi-annual interest upon any 
of the bonds of the city, other than 


those known as the ‘‘*Market House 
Bonds.”’ 


The Department of Sup rinten- 
denee of the National Edeeational 
Association will meet in Washing-

Wer referred a few days since to the 
view held out by a Washington Cor- 
respondent of the New York 
that a Republican member of the 
House of Representatives will at an 
early day submit to that body a proy* 
osition for the relief of the Southern 
States from their present financial 
embarrassments. Tere is what the 
correspondent says: 

“A rumor is afloat here that before 
the lapse of many days a Republican 
member of the House will submit to 
that body a somewhat bold and start- 
ling proposition for the relief of the 
Southern States from their present 
disheartening financial embarrass- 
ments. This proposition, it is said, 
will be to advance to the Southern 
States several hundred millions of 
cash, or its equivalent, and partly in 
consideration of the heavy losses sut- 
fered by the Southern States m the 
loss of their slave property. Oi course 
there is no hope of the success of any 
such seheme this side of the Presi- 
dential election of 1876; but suppose 
you have an ambitous Republican or 
two intent upon anew departure for 
1876, you will perceive that, in gain- 
ing the good-will of the South, 
through tie proposition suggested, 
the Republicans leading off in this 
movement will secure some capital 
to build upon. ft seems to be under- 
stood here that a powertul bolt from 
the administration party is bound to 
be made for the campaign of 1876, 
and so if some leading Republicans 
during this session of Congress shall 
lead off in some movement for the 
Southern vote not set down in the 
administration programme you need 
not be surprised.” 


The Chief Justiceship. 

Our telegrams of Friday night, 
brought the intelligence that Ffon. 
CALEB CUSHING, the recently ap- 
pointed successor of SICKLES at Mad- 
rid, has been nominated by the Pres- 
ident to the Chief Justiceship. We 
suppose the confirmation jof (this 
nomination is beyond doubt. We 
are rejoiced that the mantle of the 
lamented CuAse will not fall upon 
the shoulders of a third-rate lawyer 
and knave, Which would haye been 
the case had the Senate allowed the 
President to have his way in the 
matter.

THE Dry Goops IMPORTATION at 
New York during 1878 is stated by 
the Journal of Commerce, which de- 
votes close attention to this matter, 
at $114,167,465. This is nearly $23,- 
000,000 less than the importation of 
1872, and eighteen millions less than 
4871, but it exceeds the importation 
of any previous year excepting 186s, 
when one hundred and twenty-six 
millions worth of dry goods were 
landed at that port. These values 
represent only the foreign gold cost 
ot the goods, the freight and duty 
not being included. The dry goods 
importation represents about one- 
third of the total-imports at New 
York, which may thererore be set 
down for 1880 at the large aggregate 
of about three hundred and forty-two 
millions. The Journal of Conuerce, 
in commenting upon the statement, 
says that from present appearances 
the receipts for 1874 will not be as 
heavy as those for 1873, and that mar- 
ket will not absorb the same quanti- 
ty of goods unless ‘‘a further infla- 
tion of the currency shall make this 
a favorite stumping ground jor for- 
eign fabricants.”’

BEN FRANKLIN ON OFFICAL SAL- 
ARIES,—Ben Franklin had, in his 
time, very clear ideas on the salary 
question. He was the author of the 
primitive constitution of Pennsylva- 
bia, While ina condition of transition 
from colonial to confederate govern- 
ment. The thirty-sixth article was 
as follows: ‘‘As every free man, to 
preserve his independence (if he 
has not a suflicient estate) ought 
to have some. profession, calling, 
trade or farm, whereby he may 
honestly subsist, there can be no ne- 
cessity for, nor use in establishing 
offices of profit, the usual effects of 
which are dependence and servility 
unbecoming freemen in the posses- 
sors and expectants, faction, conten- 
tion, corruption and disorder among 
the people. Wherefore, whenever an 
office, through increase of fees or 
otherwise, becomes so profitable as to 
occasion Many to apply for it, the 
profits ought to be lessened by the 
Legislature.” 


VERDICT AGAINST A RAILROAD.— 
The Cireuit Court of Washington 
City was engaged on Monday with 
the case of Mary Morris vs. the Wash- 
ington City, Virginia Midland and 
Grreat Southern (Orange and Alexan- 
dria) Road. The plaintiff sues the 
company, alleging that on the 30th 
of January last she purchased a tick- 
et for Fairfax station, but that the 
cars did not stop there, but ran along 
distance past, trom whence she was 
obliged to walk back to the station 
inthesnow. The jury returned a 
verdict of S800 for the plaintiff. 


The Railway Monitor, presumed to 
be good authority, .gives the total 
railway mileage in the United States 
as 71,564 miles with second track and 
sidings of 15,512 miles—making a to- 
tal of single track of 75,076 miles. 
The total capital stock is set down at 
92,072,251,954, or about $29,956 per 
mile; total floating and funded debt, 
34,999,741,597, or $27,957 per mile; 
total cost of railroads and equipments, 
$3,728,416,958, or $52,099 per mile. 


It has been revealed that three mil- 
lion political documents that were 
sent out from Washington to in- 
fluence the election in favor of Grant, 
were paid for out of the United States 
Treasury. It is further stated, and it 
is the most serious part of the busi- 
ness, that the documents were cir- 
culated in the mails illegally, and 
that the so-called franks on them 
were forgeries.
